The bank proposes the establishment

In consideration of the practical 
work and certain courses of study pur- 
sued while there, the universities have 
agreed to let those students graduate 
with their classes, all other conditions 
having been fulfilled. 


At Start $50 a Month. 


Under tbe plau the National City 


bank agrees to pay each student in 
connection with this fellowship $50 a 
mouth for the first twelve months iu 
its cmplo.fTVitli an opportunity to en- 
ter the pifftbnftit service of tbe bank 
at the end of that time, provided then 
is au opening and the student has sat- 
isfactorily passed tbe requirements of 
tbe bank and bis university aa well. 


The bank further agree* to allow the 


student a sum not:to exceed $190 for 
railroad fare to and from his univer- 
sity and tbe bank. It being understood 
that this does not cover more than two 
trips to and from the bank and applies 
only to those students accepted by the 
bank.

POWER OF WATER. 


Tiny Str**m That Would Turn • Rifo 


Bull«t From Itt CourM. 


A strewn of water considerably 


less than one inch in diameter 
which moves with such amazing 
velocity that it cannot be cut by t 
bullet or by the finest tempered 
sword, is described m the Popular 
Science Monthly. 


"A factory in Grenoble, France/ 


we are told, "utUizea the water of a 
reservoir sitnatetl in the mountains 
at a height of 200 yards. The wafe 
reaches the factory through a verti 
cal tube of the same length with"a 
diameter of^ considerably less than 
an inch, th(T jet being used to move 
a turbine. Experiments have shown 
that the strongest men cannot cu 
the jet with the best temperei 
sword, and in gome instances the 
blade has been broken into frag 
iiients without deflecting a drop o: 
the water and with as much vio- 
lence as a pane of glass may be 
shattered by a blow from an iron 
bar. It has been calculated that a 
jet of water it small fraction of an 
inch in thickness, moving with suffi- 
cient velocity, could not be cut "by a 
rifle bullet. 


"The engineers of some big wa- 


ter power projects of the far wesl 
nrc willing to wager that a 20C 
pound man, swinging a four pound 
nx with nil his might, cannot make 
a 'dent* in the water as it emerges 
from the nozzle at the power Louse. 
Burying an nx i.i a stream of water 
looks like child's play, and the av- 
erage 200 pound visitor is likely *to 
bite/ TTe inrariably loses. So great 
is the velocity of the water emerg- 
ing from the nozzle in these modern 
power plants than an ai. no matter 
how keen its edge, is whirled ^rom 
the hands of the axman as soon as 
it touches the water. 
The»w«ter 


travels under a pressure exceeding 
oflO pounds to the square inch in 
manv instances, and no power on 
oarth can turn it oft" at the nozzle 
once it gains momentum.
